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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to teach or render obvious a basket rescue stretcher comprising a pair of carabiner mounting 
members extending into the stretcher cavity and having a carabiner receiver opening which lies 
in a first plane which is perpendicular to both a vertical second plane containing a corresponding 
top rail of the stretcher and to a horizontal third plane which contains the pair of top rails wherein 
at least the carabiner receiving opening protrudes inwardly from a circumference of the stretcher 
defined by the pair of top rails and whereby a carabiner, when mounted through the carabiner 
receiving opening, passes through said opening aligned substantially parallel to the 
corresponding top rail. Accordingly, claims 1-16 are allowable over the prior art of record.
